httroductoy 

The University was establishedunderlheBabasah^Bhiniiao Anibedkarlhiivasity Act, 1994. R commenced 
functioning from lOtb January, 1996, mainly to promote advanced knowledge of {Hxmdinginstmctiooal and research 
facilities, integrated coiirses in Science and Key and fiontier areas of Technolo^ and other allied disciplines, study 
of national integration, social justice and democratic way of life with q)ecial attention to the promotion of educational 
and economic interests and welfare Of the people in genoal and of members belonging to the Scheduled Castes and 
the Scheduled Tribes inparticular. 

The University is financedmainly from die grants received from die Univer^ Grants Commission (UGC). 

The accounts of the University are audited under Section 19(2) of the Con^troUer and Auditor General’s 
(Duties, Powers and Conditions of Service) Act, 1971. 

The University received grants of Rs. 697.50 laldi from UGC during 1997-98. 

2. Commeits on Accounts 

2.1 Prior to formation of Babasaheb Bhimrao Ambedkar University the State Governmeit had advanced 
(1990)Rs. 3.75 lakhtoUttarPradeshDevelqimentSystemCoipoiationLimited, Ludmow (Corporation) 
for preparation of the Project Report. The Corporation adjusted Rs. 2.60 lakh as consultancy fee and 
remaining Rs. 1.15 lakh was lying with them. Instead of lowing this amount imder head. Loans and 
Advances, the whole amount of Rs. 3.75 lakh (towards 50 per cent cost of preparation of proj ect repent) 
was shown under head‘Works in Progress’. 

2.2 An er^enditure of Rs. 0.62 lakh was incurred on purchase of consumable articles. Instead of showing 
this amount under revenue erqienditure, it was cr^italised which resulted in overstatement of assets by 
Rs.0.621akh. 

2.3 Subscription of General Provident Fund and Contributory Provident Fund amounting to Rs. 1.86 lakh 
for the year 1997-98 were not dqricted in the Receipts and Pt^ments Account of the University. 

3. Depredation on Assc^ 

The asset accounts depict book value of acquisition and do not cxdude obsolete, unusable, irrepairable and 
condemned assets and do not take into account depreciation with corre^nding reduction of crqiital account. 
Therefore, the coital and asset accounts are overstated accordingly therdiy not giving the correct picture.
